Epilepsy 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The term epilepsy comes from the Greek 
and means “seizure” or “falling sickness.” The 
severe form of the disease, known as Grand 
Mal is marked by convulsions and loss of con- 
sciousness. the less severe form is known as 
Petit Mal and may be marked by a momentary 
loss of consciousness. The 
patient may appear to be day- 
dreaming, may stare straight 
ahead, forget what he is doing, 
or drop whatever is in his 
hands. 

Many of the great men of 
history have been epileptics, 
including Caesar, Moliere, 
and Peter the Great. The 
Dr. F. McCoy popular attitude toward this 
disorder is that there is little hope for re- 
covery, however, the *picture is not as bad 
as it is painted, and I have known person- 
ally of many cases in which a satisfactory 
cure was established. 

This is one instance where the public is 
a little too pessimistic, and the patient with 
epilepsy should not give up hope until he has 
tried the newer treatment consisting of right 
diet, manipulations, and intestinal cleanliness. 

The principal cause of this serious affliction 
is a certain characteristic toxema produced by 
fermentation within the Jarge intestine, or colon. 
Sometimes patients discover this cause for 
themselves and learn to ward off an attack by 
taking something which will produce a sudden 
and complete emptying of the colon. 

While there are several contributing causes 
which may be‘ present and which require at- 
tention, nevertheless, the dietetic treatment of 
the case is most important, and a permanent 
recovery can not be expected unless the alimen- 
tary tract is kept free from potsons. 

The idea has gained foothold that meat eat- 
ing may predispose the patient to epilepsy and 
it is therefore common to run across this pre- 
judice against meat. However, it is my belief 
that epilepsy is not due to meat eating but is 
produced by a toxema originating in the lower 
part of the digestive tube from the fermentation 
of different foods, and more especially from 
sugars and starches. The patient should be told 
to use only a moderate amount of meat in any 
one day, but that is the only restriction neces- 
sary in regard to meat 

There is nothing mysterious about the cause 
of epilepsy and many patients will recover under 
the proper dietetic regimen. For many years, I 
have seen case after case yield to treatment by 
fasting on fruits or fruit juices, diet, manipula- 
tive treatment over the abdomen, and the enema. 
Those cases least likely to respond are those 
due to injury of the brain by an accident. 

In treatment of epilepsy, the patient 
should first be started on a fast and then atten- 
tion should be given to dietetic measures. It is 
significant that even the books on psychology 
which discuss epilepsy mentiom the importance 
of the dietetic treatment. During the fast, either 
the whole fruit or fruit juice may be used. Many 
medical authorities now advise the fasting 
method for epilepsy, using the straight water 
fast. However, I find the fruit fast to be even 
more effective. Sometimes, when the first fest 
does not do the work, it is a good plan to re- 
peat it a month later with the patient using a 
careful diet in between. There have been many 
enses where the second or third fast brought 
results after the first had failed 

Manipulative treatment may be necessary, 
as a prolapsed or kinked colon must be corrected 
by suitable treatment given for the purpose of 
restoring the intestine to good working order 
The patient should use at least two enemas a day 
until such time as the larger bowel is function- 
ing normally. Those wishing further information 
may write for my articles on EPILFPSY.

QUESTIONS AYD ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. William D. inquires: “Is it 
all right to let the high schoo] boy or girl go to 
school without any breakfast? My two children 
refuse to eat and I worry 
hungry in the middle of the morning. It seems to 
me that they need something to eat before 
school.” 

ANSWER: School children often run away 
from breakfast because they get up too late to eat 
breakfast and get to school on time. Try awaken- 
ing the children a little earlier in the morning. 
Sometimes, they are not hungry because of eat- 
ing too much at the evening meal of the night 
vefore. Any one who is not hungry for breakfast 
should skip a few meals until hunger returns. 
If there is any time of the day when one may 
be expected to be hungry, it is in the morning 
after the fast of the night. In fact, this is the 
way the name of the morning meal originated, 
as it means the mea! for breaking the fast which 
normally occurs during sleeping hours. 
Occasionally, 1 find that children are uninter- 
ested in breakfast because not enough effort is 
spent in making this meal attractive, when there 
is too great a tendency to serve the same food 
over and over again. Try to get a little more 
variety into the morning meal! and see if the sight 
of new and delicious dishes does not tempt the 
children to sit down and eat. , 

QUESTION: Mrs. Thomas L. asks: “I be- 
lieve that my stomach must have fallen, as 
everything 1 cat seems as heavy as lead, and the 
stomach just refuses to digest food the way it 
ought to. Is there any home test I could use for 
myself to see if it is prolapsed’” 

ANSWER: A simple home test which may 
sometimes be used with good results to find out 
if the stomach is prolapsed is to drink one pint 
of ice cold water first thing in the morning 
Then take the backs of the fingers and run 
them over the left side of the abdomen. In this 
way you will locate the cold spot and thus de- 
termine roughly the position of the stomach, If 
the stomach has sagged several inches, the cold 
spot will be very low on the left side. However, 
instead of guessing about your case, I believe 
the best plan is to go and be examined. 
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The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

A change has come over the scene in Spain. 
Two weeks ago and British observers were pre- 
paring the public mind for a Fascist victory in 
Spain. No fewer than 80,000 Italian troops with 
airplanes, bombers and military tanks were 
fighting under a general of their own, for the 
Fascist cause. 

I] Duce in a burst of revealing bombast, sure 
that his deception had worked, sent a triumphant 
message to the Italian commander in Spain, say- 
ing: 

“Crush the international forces opposing 
you. That will be a success of great mili- 
tary and political importance.” 

A few days later and the Italian divisions 
were in flight. An air armada was adding to 
their panic by bombing and machine-gunning 
them as they fled. In one attack at Brihuega 
no fewer than five Italian planes were shot 
down and over a hundred Italian soldiers taken 
prisoner. Moorish troops, more seasoned to 
modern warfare than Mussolini's men, were 
used to stop the rout of the Italians. 

Mussolini made his boast too soon at the 
dedication of the triumphal arch across the 
Libya highway, It is one thing to fight help- 
less Ethiopians who have neither air force nor 
artillery nor modern tactics—it is quite another 
thing to face these implements of modern mech- 
anized warfare. 

Two weeks ago and I] Duce was proclaiming 
the might of Italy to the gaping Arabs as he 
unveiled the arch with its boastful legent, 
“Bountiful sun; thou canst see nothing greater 
than the city of Rome.” 

Though he had his soldiers blessed by Italian 
cardinals before they were shipped to Ethiopia, 
his journal, “Giornale d'Italia,” now assails the 
venerable Archbishop of Canterbury. The Arch- 
bishop had not blessed the troops opposing Mus- 
solini in Spain. All he did was to protest in the 
House of Lords at the massacre of thousands of 
helpless Ethiopians by Italian firing squads fol- 
lowing the attempt on the life of Genera] Gra- 
ziano by an Ethiopian fanatic. Yet the Giornale 
d'Italia—a paper which must do whatever Mus- 
solini dictates—refers to His Grace as follows: 

“An iniquitous and bloody archbishop 
who put his hands into the bleeding wow.ds 
of Italy, which will not be forgotten, de- 
spite any gentleman's agreement.” 

The Dean of Winchester, Rev. Dr. Edward 
Selwyn, who had referred regretfully to the 
Italian conquest of Ethiopia at an Ethiopian 
memorial service in London, is described as a 
man “who counts for Jess than nothing.” In 
genial Fascist fashion, the organ of Mussolini 
says of Dr. Selwyn: 

“He Jooks like a poor provincial canon 
who stupidly attacks a whole people and ne- 
tion through a desire to imitate his super- 
iors.” 

These remarks, and the Italian decision not 
to send a representative to the coronation of the 
British monarch because Haile Selassie has been 
invited too, would indicate that the pompous 
Mussolini is feeling mad about something. That 
“something” is probably a realization that his 
troops are not so efficient against modern troops 
as against a Jot of ragged Ethiopians. Now that 
Britain has embarked upon a re-armament 
scheme, bombast cannot take the place of guns 
or guts. 

London “Punch” gives a new cartoon version 
of the fable of the hare and the tortoise, as ap- 
plied to the re-armament race. It shows two 
startled rabbits hiding in the grass as a gallop- 
ing tortoise rushes by. The rabbits are saying 
to each other, “If he keeps on at this pace, we'll 
have to call the race off.” 

From a land that no one may leave without 
government sanction, forty thousand Germans 
have gone to aid the Fascist cause in Spain. .. 
disproportionately large mumber of these are 
aviators, tank craftsmen, mechanics and tech- 
nicians. The offer of 1000 marks bonus, dis- 
played in the Reichwehr barracks, for volun- 
teers for Spain lured many; official sympathy 
opened the gates to let them go. 

A surprising feature of the aerial war in 
Spain is the inferiority of the German planes 
to those of Italy and Russia. 

Writing in the Daily Herald, Lord Stabolgi 
(formerly Commander Kenworthy, M.P.) says: 

“An interesting sidelight on the aerial 
warfare in Spain is the repeated accounts 
of the comparatively poor performance of 
the German machines. 

“The German fighter-aeroplanes are re- 
ported as slower than either the French or 
Italian planes; and it is known that the 
French planes available for the Spanish 
government are not of the Jatest design. 

“This is a consideration of great import- 
ance. German friends of mine are saying 
that the newest German engines are not in 
use in the Spanish fighting. It is difficult to 
believe this. One cannot imagine the Ger- 
man authorities risking the loss of pretige 
that follows from a disclosure of inferior 
material by not sending the very letest ma- 
chines they had. 

“There are similar accounts about the 
German medium bombers, which are ap- 
parently unwieldly and comparatively slow. 
If this is true, the menece of the expanded 
German Air Force is not so great as certe!n 
politicians ang organs of the press in this 
country have been making out.” 

Destructive as they have been, the incessant 
aerial bombardments of Madrid by German and 
Italian bombers show that these cannot win 
military success alone. They may terrorize na- 
tions by their wanton killing of non-combat- 
ants, but they cannot achieve military victory 
without the use of ground troops 

Nations that have built up large forces of 
aerie] bombers are doubtless calculating on 
their dreadfulness to compel stubborn nations 
to seek peace. The history of the repeated 
bombing at Madrid show thet proud and stub- 
born people are not terrorized into submirsion 
by such instruments of terror. Dreadfuiness 
seems to intensify their will to resist. 

Any nation that invokes dreadfulness as « 
weapon invites dreadfulness as a reprisal. The 
panic of the Italian divisions in Spain under 
the first loyalist bombing shows the danger of 
fighting with weapons one cannot endure to 
suffer from,

The first man to come into the 
open with an expression of his dis- 
satisfaction was Mr. Blue, Social 
Credit M.L.A. for Ribstone, He 
spoke his mind twice before anyone 
else gained courage enough to sup- 
port him openly, although there 
was plenty of approval expressed 
in the corridors. At a mecting of 
caucus Mr. Aberhart expressed his 
thanks to Mr. Blue and showed some 
willingness to meet the views of the 
insurgents. But alas! He did not 
withdraw the objectionable Irgis- 
lation and he did not change the 
budget. This brought 
into a new phase 

It should be stated at this point 
that Premier Aberhart has striven 
just as earnestly to find a means by 
which to implement Social Credit 
as the insurgents themselves. The 
difference between them is that the 
one is ‘acing the hard facts of gov- 
ernment, but the others are not 
carrying that responsibility. Mr 
Aberhart himself believed that it 
would be quite simple to apply 
Social Credit teaching. He publicly 
announced that he had a “wondrous 
simple plan.” But theories and 
slogans which sound quite facinat- 
ing on the platform assume quite 
a different form when put to the 
touch stone of reality.
